Tim meteorological changes occasion' 


ing aud emphasized by these oscillations 
iive very slight Their character, how- 
ever, is unmistakable, and such as might 
have been anticipated. That is to say, 
glacial decrease accompanies a warm 
and dry cycle; glaciiil increase, ono that 
is damp and cold. 


Without ono additional degree of cold 


it is conceivable that a persistently aug- 
mented deposit of suow npon tho Ger- 
etenhoruer and tho 
Sclmeestocfc, al- 


though otherwise scarcely perceptible, 
might enable tho Illume glacier to over- 
whelm Brieg. 


But this would bo nn exceedingly 


small step toward tho restoration of a 
former stato of things, when an ice 
stream closo upon 2iiO miles in length, 
starting from tho same sonrco, crossed 
tho frozen or nonexistent lake of Ge- 
neva, and debonched by Culoz upon 
Lyons. Without Revere cold as well as 
heavy precipitation, ice could not pos- 
sibly have gained so great an ascend- 
ancy. Aud this was no local phenom- 
enon--it was simultaneously prevalent 
over widely separated tracts of till

Tiio Origin of tiio IIrant Goose. 


Cambrensus, w!io wrote a great work 


on tho "Topograhy of Ireland," tells 
what ho knows about Ibo wonderful 
barnacle or brant goose, as follows: 
"They are like marsh geese, but some- 
what smaller, and aro produced from 
fir timber tossed along tho seashore. At 
first they are Jiho gum; afterward they 
bang down by their beaks as from a sea- 
weed attached to tho timber. Having 
in the course of time been clothed witli 
r. goodly coat of feathers, they cither 
fall into tha water or fly freely away 
into tho, air. 
I have frequently peen with 


my own eyes moro than ft thousand of 
those small liodies of birds hanging down 
on the seashore from a piece of timber, 
cacli inclosed in shells already formed. 
They do not breed and lay eggs liko 
other birds do, nor do they over hatch 
any eggs, nor do they build nests in any 
corner of the earth.

iniversal bummer dish here, consisting 
of sour milk, with ginger and sugar, can 
us wholesome. Wo lire all very cartfn' 
not to catch a rold and to freqnen 
baths.

liiilances, etc., in jierfeft readiness, ani 
there aro besides to be disinfectant sta 
lions, and a central medical depot in th 
middle of the town, where doctors ar 
in aUcndauco day uud night.

that it applies to irrigation bonds an well 
BS other district, connty and township 


"Even if the law he applicable to irri- 


gation bonds,it ia doubtful if thd farmers 
wonld conaider it desirable to take ad- 
vantage of it. Their deaire ia to have 
the bonds paid aa speedily as poseible.ao 
that they may own their own planta and 
nave the water practically free. 


"The plan of the Wright law is that, 


the bonds shall be paid in twenty 
yeara," continued Mr. Waymire. "The 
theory is that It will lake tan years for 
the treea to come into bearing in paying 
quautitiea and for that period only the 
interest is payable. On the eleventh 
year 5 per cent of the principal will be 
payable. Then the payments come in 
order 
annually as follows: Twelfth 


year, 6 per cent; 
thirteenth 
year, 


7 per cent; fourteenth, 8 par cent; fif- 
teenth 9 per cent, sixteenth 16 psr cent, 
seventeenth 11 par cant, eighteenth not 
less than 13 per cent, nineteenth not 
less than 15 per cent, and for the twen- 
tieth year a percentage sufficient to pay 
off the bonds. When these pnymenta 
are made the prooMtv will belong to the 
people of the diatrict, and no fuither 
payments will be exacted aave for main- 
tenance. 
"Moat farmers are anxious to reach 


this Blago of independence, and I quea 
tion whether many'ol the districts wonlc 
avail themselves o! the forty-year limit, 
If they did, however," concluded Mr 
Wayraire, "the bonds would be unqnos 
tiotably strengthened by being inadt, 
payable iu forly ralher than in twenty 
yeara."

throughout the country and billed tho 
gooda at whatever ho saw fit, and the 
owner who took his goods to the market 
with the expectation of saving the 5 per 
cent commission which waa charged by 
San Francisco merchants, was com- 
pletely at tho mercy of the wholesale 
man who had the goods in his prmaea- 
fiion, and who was privileges to dispose 
of them at [any price which would clear 
him of the advances he had made. 


Now my id^a is that if the consign- 


ments and sales of raisins are confined 
to a limited number of firms in San 
Franciaco, Chicago, New York and Bos- 
ton, or any of the eastern cities that are 
largo consumers, keeping thorn out of 
the hands of parties who have no inter- 
est whatever, excepting the sale of a 
single car, which tliey may have in 
their possession, that the interests of the 
growers in California would be much 
more readily aubsorved. Our great ob-

The sheepmen of this and other coan- 
iea are strongly oppoeed to tlio losorva- 
ion, believing it will reaalfc in the de- 
traction of their industry. It ia esti- 
mated that in this coanty alono the ea- 
ablishment of the reservation would 
auao a loss of over $50,000 a year.
